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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Newly-proposed claims 94 and 95 encompass specifically-named antibodies as well as "recombinant antibodies 
derived therefrom" and compositions comprising these. For the reasons made of record in the office actions mailed 1 December 2005 (p. 
5-6), and 16 May 2006 (p. 4 first complete paragraph and p. 7), this claim term is neither fully enabled nor fully described. 

Additionally, the proposed amendments to the specification regarding the deposit of the antibody myeloma are insufficient to ensure 
compliance with the requirements of 35 USC 112, first paragraph. See office action mailed 13 February 2007, page 5, for the complete 
listing of requirements. Note particulalrly the points labeled (a) - (e) on that page . Thus newly-proposed claim 94-95, which recite the 
specific monoclonal antibody sHlgM22 (LYM22), deposited with ATCC, do not comply with 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The newly-proposed claim amendments have not 
been entered for the reasons set forth above. The statement in the specification is insufficient to ensure compliance with the requirements 
of 35 USC 112, first paragraph, with respect to biological deposit. The newly-proposed claims 94-95 encompass recombinant antibodies 
derived from a certain recited antibody, which have not been fully enabled or described. 
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
